IMPORTANT BEARING ON FREE 


STATE CREDIT. 


The seventeenth annual report of the Irish 
Industrial Development Association (Incor- 
porated) of 102-1 
read at the annual meeting yesterday, states 
that the unsettled conditions prevailing. at 
home and abroad during the last year made 
it dificult, if not impossible, for Irish mane- 
facturers to conduct their businesses 
ably, and that many of them were forced to 
reduce output and curtail the number of their 
wee This, in turn, necessitated a 
considerable national 


outlay in unemploy- 
ment insurance which, added to other causes, 
has tended to taxation at an excessively 
high figure, thereby placing a burden on in- 
dustrial concerns, which few of them are 
strong enough to carry without injury to their 
resources. 

While making full allowance for the many 
pressing matters which have occupied the at- 
tention of the Free State Government, the 
Council feels that the subject of Irish indus- 
trial development has not received the 
thought and attention which should have been 
hestowed upon it by an Irish Parliament, and 
that what could have been made an impor- 
tant asset, when assessirig the nation's credit, 
has been treated as something of little or no 
importance. 

The report adds that the number of firms 
to whom licence to use the Irish trade matk 
has been granted by the Council numbers 
The Association was successful in pre- 
venting tha use of popular Irish expreasions— 
colleen, mavourneen, et¢c.—in connection with 
the products of Overseas firms. Many trade 
inquiries have been received, and the Council 
claims to have diverted “a considerable 
volume of trade into Irish hands which other- 
wise would have been lost to the country."

HANDKERCHIEFS AND GOGGLES. 
The three men were disguised to some 
extent, two of them having handkerchiefs 
across their faces, and the third wearing 
some disguise, and certainly wearing goggles. 
That third man was Breen, the endant. 
They brought with them out towards 
the Metal Sen. ey struck him with re-' 
volvers on the head, and told him that he 
was going to be shot, and to say his prayers. 
In anticipation of being shot Hally was 
laced on his knees, and after he had been 
eaten he eer in the darkness of the 
night. When he was escaping he was fired 
on at least nine or ten times by these men, 
who were behind him. In consequence of 
what had a mí the plaintiff thought that 
it would be better for him to leave the Tra- 
more district, and he went away “on the 
run,” and remained “ on the run”’ until the 
peace of the following August. One reason 
why the plaintiff brought the action was be- 
cause of what was ssid of him during his 
absence from Tramore. It was said that he 
went away to avoid being shot by his comrades. 
On his return, the plaintiff opened a 
vittualling business in more, in a stall 
which Breen volunteered to let to him. Sub- 
sequently the plaintiff became suspicious of 
Breen, and ceased to be friendly with him. 
On the night of the 26th December, 1921, 
Hally and two others were in the bar of the 
defendant's hotel. One of the “ Black-and- 
Tans’’ came into the bar, and Hally spoke 
quite friendly to him. The man drew a re- 
volver and fired it at the ground. About five 
minutes later the house was surrounded, and 
the plaintiff and the two others were searched 
the “ Black-and-Tans."" Fortunately for 
» they had no arms. In consequence of 
what he heard, Hally went to Breen and 
accused him of having told the police to 
search him to see w he had a gan, and 
Breen admitted it. That happened on the 
28th December, and on the 6th January Hally 
left the district “on the run,” and had to 
remain away until the following A 
matter what Breen might say now, he had 
admitted to two men that 
the three men—counsel said that he was the 
man with'the goggles—who attacked Hally on 
the night of the 6th January. It was not 
to seek vindictive that the plaintiff 
had come to Court, but he was anxious that 
he should be vimtlicated as to his relations 
with his associates in 1921.

PLAINTIF?’S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick Hally, the plaintiff, gave evidence 
in support of counsel's statement. He said 
that he was now a lst Lieutenant in the new 
National Ar In 1921 he was a farmer, 
and from 1917 had been in the Sinn Fein 
movement.

One 
man had a handkerchief on his face and his 
hat drawn down on his eyes, and another 
had on a black‘ mask. ey shouted out: 
‘** Produce Hally!’’ Witness was in a room off 
the hall, and they went in and one of them 
struck him with a revolver on the jaw. Wit- 
ness i man as le $.' 
He — witness by the throat, and witness 
said, “You mi as well shoot me as choke 
me.” Eventually the three men took witness

G.S. AND W. RAILWAY COM- 


PANY v. CORK CO. COUNCIL. 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, yesterday, in the matter of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company v. 
the Cork County Council, with respect to con- 
tributions on foot of baronial guarantees as to 
the Kantark and Newmarket Railway, 

Mr. Phelps, (instructed by Mr. Croker 
Barrington), who appeared for the plaintiff 
company, applied to have a consent to settle- 
ment made a rule of Court. According to the 
terms of the settlement it was agreed that 
judgment should be entered for the plaintiffs 
for the several sums of £800, £642 3s. 4d., 
and £800, amounting in all to. £2,242 3s. 4d., 
in full discharge of three several sums of 
£1,000 each awarded to the plaintiffs by the 
awards, dated, respectively, 24th February, 
16th March, and 10th August, 1921, and made 
by the arbitrators duly appointed for that pur- 

ander the provisions of the Kanturk and 
Newmiziees Railway Act, 1887, as amended by 
the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Act. 1892, with ten guineas. costs. 

The judgment entered for the sum men- 
tioned was to be paid and satisfied by the 
defendants in the following manher :—£711 
ls. Td. (already levied by and in the hands of 
the defendants) shall be paid by the defend- 
ants to the plaintiffs on or before the execu- 
tion of the consent; the balance, £1,531 
ls. 94., shall be paid (so far as the same has 
been included in the rate struck and levied 
by the defendants for the year. ending 35ist 

arch, 1923) by the defendants to the plain- 
tiffs as soon as the same has actually been 
levied and received by the defendants; and 
the balance remaining unpaid (if any) of the 
said sum of £1,531 is, 9d. shall be included 
by the defendants in the rate to be struck 
and levied by them for the year ending dist 
March, 1924, and shall be paid by the de- 
fendants to the plaintiffs on or before the 
3ist March, 1924. The defendants shall forth- 
with pay to the plaintiffs the sum of twelve 
rere or costs incident to the present action, 

neluding the consent. No further step or 

ings shall be taken by the plaintiffs in 
respect of the judgment provided the de- 
fendants duly carry out the terms and con- 
ditions of the consent. 

If the defendants fail to pay the costs within 
ten days from the date of the consent, the 
plaintiffs shall be at liberty forthwith to pro- 
ceed to execution on the said judgment for the 
amount of the costs remaining unpaid. If the 
defendants shall not have paid the full amount 
of the £2,242 3s. 4d. on or before 31st March, 
1924, the plaintiffs shall be at liberty forth- 
with to proceed to execution, or otherwise en- 
force the said judgment, for any balance re- 
maining due to them.

It 
had set up this Fiscal Inquiry to investigate 
the conditions of Irish industry, so that it 
might be able to pursue in future an en- 
lightened policy in fiscal matters. 

With regard to Irish industries, they hada 
got to realise that if their industries were 
to be successful in meeting competition from 
abroad, they should be on an economic basis; 
and to put them on an economic basis they 
should have modern methods. Antiquated 
methods would not do. 

During the past six or seven years there 
had been a veritable revolution in industrial 
methods, and if their industries were to com- 
pete with success against industries from 
across Channel or the Continent they should 
reorganise and bring their methods and Ex 
cesses up to date. Then, again, that these: 
industries might be really economical, the 
management of the industries should be 
efficient; otherwise they would have blank 
failure.. If they were to have inefficiency ‘of 
management, or want of organisation or eo- 
operation, were they going to make the people 
pay for that i : 

The interest of the Government was wider 
than the interest of any class; the interest of 
the Government was that of all the citizens 
of the State; and it should not saddle’ 
the citizens of the State with inefficiency, 
want of organisation, or antiquated methods; 
and it would not do so.

They appealed to the Special Commissioners 
at ome Tax, who held that the profit 
srising from the sale of barley by the .

Government formed part. of the annual profits 
or gains arising from the trade or business 
carried on by the appellants, and fell to be 
included in the computation of the appellants’ 
profits for the purposes of income tax and 
excess profits duty. The Commissioners ac- 
cordingly confirmed the assessments. ~ 

The case came before the Lord Chief Justice 
and Mr. Justice Dodd, in the King’s Bench 

vision, on a case stated by the Commis- 
sioners, and the Court unanimously confirmed 
the assessments, with costs to the respondents. 

[he Court of Appeal, by a majority (Mr. 
Justice Pim dissenting) reversed the decision 
of the King’s Bench ivision, discharged the 
assessments, and gave Messrs. Guinness the 
costs of the Court of Appeal, of the King’s 
Bench Division, of the special case stated, 
and of the arguments on it. 

THE JUDGMENT, 

The Master of the Rolls, in giving judg- 
ent, said that there was only one question 
involved, and that was whether certain profite 
arising from what had been described as the 
sale of barley, but to which for the present 
he preferred to give the neutral description of 
transactions in barley, ought to be treated as 
profits arising out of a trade or business so 
as to be liable to assessment for income tax 
and excess profits duty. It must be clearly 
understood that the di of the Commis 
sioners Was made in respect of the profits 
arising out of a trade or business, and not 
under any other head. 

What was the nature of the transactions? 


The barley was purchased by the ii gg 
in the ordinary course of trade for t pur- 


pose of their business, That was, no doubt, a 
trading transaction. But then the Govern- 
ment stepped in, and by virtue of its authority 
compulsorily’ appropriated -the barley, no 
doubt on the terms that the appellants were 
to be compensated. From I 
the appellants ceased in reality 
They could not use it for the 
own trade; they could hot themselves dispose 
of it for any purpose; they were compelled to 
hold it as mere warehousemen for 
Commission, and deliver it on behalf of the 
mmission and under their orders. In effect 
the Government said to the appellants; No 
doubt you purchased this sy for the pur- 
pose of your trade, but .you all not trade 
And the appellants were bound to 
submit. Surely, that was not in the course 
of their trade or business. F 
The judgment of the Lord Chief Justice in 
the Court below was based princi as 
the case of the Mullingar R istrict 
Council v. Bowles.
